Their Policy- 

The Government organ on the '-bunks 
of the Fruserhas taken two weeks and 
three columns to answer our nrhele on 
the fraudulent Immigration policy( !)of 
its masters. And such an answer! In 
a vain attempt to serve two masters 
(the Govemnunt and the People), it 
labors to prove that the general and 
unrestricted promise of a free grant of 

TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY acres, made in 

the beginning of June, Mas justified by 
the alleged fact that in the month of Sep- 
tember the Government were prepared 
to give free grants of one hundred and 
sixty aches north of Seymour Narrows, 

and TWO HUNDRED AND FORTY ACRES t'list 

of the Cascades! The public will sure- 
ly not require to wade through three 
columns of muddy sophistry in order 
to decide that point. There is unfor- 
tunately another class of evidence 
against tho Government. Of the two 
bundled or so who were induced to 
come to our shores on the strength of 
these magnificent promises, how many 
can the organ point to as having got 
ouo hundred and sixty acres, much less 
tho two hundred and fifty promised? 
Not one! At least, so said tho Cbiei 
Commissioner himself , only the other 
day. Doubtless we shall bo told that 
this is not the fault of the Govern- 
ment, but of the Immigrants them- 
selves, who were all "so unreasonable.' 
It is under this libel that Ministers 
have sought refuge; but they must not 
hope to escape by slandering the peo- 
ple. "Wo confess to a feeling of pity j 
uot unmixed with contempt, for the 
organ aforesaid, in its struggle between 
duty and Government patronage; but 
it must not expect that feeling to over- 
ride our sense of what is due to the 
public interest. It did try to be inde- 
peudaut anent the land policy of its 
masters, even venturing the length of 
condemning it; bat subsequent pain- 
ful efforts to explain away that con- 
demnation too plainly indicate that "it 
cannot call its soul it's own," — that it 
has been "rapped over the knuckles,'' 
and given to understand that it must 
uot indulge in the luxury of indepen- 
dent thought, much less expression, 
in criticiaiug the acts and policy of 
the Government.

But although we find nothing in 
our contemporary's three columns of 
twaddlo requiring an answer, in so 
far as it relates to the immediate sub- 
ject in hand, there is another question 
incidentally touched upon, in regard to 
which we desire to offer a few remarks. 
It is asserted that when the policy of 
tho present Government was announ- 
ced it met with very general approval ; 
that the programme embodied most of 
tho liberal principles for which the 
people had been contending for years; 
and that there is no attempt whatever 
to show that tho Government have 
proved false to their promises. Now, 
we must beg leave to controvert all 
these propositions, and we cannot but 
think their author either excessively 
dull or very disingenuous. The poli- 
cy of tho Government did not give 
general satisfaction. Let us glanco at 
this wonderful programme, and see 
how far it was good, and how far what 
of it was good has been carried out : 
Retrenchment. Where is it? Nowhere. 
The fee system. This change has been 
so bunglingly and injudiciously at- 
tempted that it has proved a curse, 
instead of a blessing. Amendment of 
Mining laws. It lias been seen even 
by the showing of tho Sentinel that 
any improvement in this matter has 
been completely neutralised by the 
manner of administering the law. A 
new laud system. It is to private 
members that tho country is indebted 
for any improvement in the land law; but 
it is to the Government the people are 
indebted for such administration of 
that law as to make it an evil, instead 
of a good. A measure to protect tim- 
ber rights. "Whatever that may bo. it 
was never introduced. The contract 
fij'stem. Only very partially adhered 
to. Immigration. Completely and 
cruelly killed! The graving dock 
scheme. An impudent fraud. Increas- 
ing the number of ministers to seven, 
and creating new portfolios. They did 
make a new portfolio, thereby material- 
ly, increasing the public burden wit - 
out increasing tho brain-power or ef- 
ficiency of tho administration; but as 
for tho increaso of ministers, they 
have not as yet dared to perpetrate 
such an outrage. Members' indemni- 
ty. They introduced and carried a 
cowardly scheme which, while leaving 
tno mutter precisely where it was, hits 
placed tho representatives of the people 
in a most humiliating light before the 
cjuntry. Extension of the Head Tax 
over tho Mainland. This is one of the 
few items in tho programme that lias been 
promptly ami rigidly carried into effect; 
ami the people on tho Mainland will 
doubtless upprociuto it unit feel duly 
thankful! Add to those the Ballot (for 
which the Government can scarcely claim 
ercdit)und a few unimportant matters, 
and wo have tin whole programme, mndo 
up, it will bo admitted, of good anil bad; 
tho good either never carried out, 
or carried out in such amapuorastu make 
it bad, and tho bail curried out only tno 
faithfully. Tho organ had better try 
what it can do iu uuother thrno column 
effort. 1

The Moberley Survey. 

To Mr. "W niter Moberley wan rosorvod 
the distinction of seeking out a path by 
which the groat Canadian Raihvny shall 
pass through tho Rooky Mountains on its 
way to tho Pacific. There is good reason 
to boliovo that tho sequel will amply jus- 
tify tho selection of Mr. Moberley for that 
arduous and important service Starting 
out immediately after British Columbia 
had been formally admitted into the Do- 
minion, in July, 1871, the party at onco 
procooded to Howse Pass, via Kootenay, 
and surveyed the lino from the summit 
down to within a little of the Columbia 
River before seeking winter quarters, Mr. 
Moberley himself proceeding through the 
Pass to the plains beyond, thus practi- 
cally demonstrating by the first season's 
work the complete feasibility of the route. 
Starting out in early spring, the party 
pushed through to Yellowhead Pass, via 
J3oat Encampment and through the Atha- 
basca Pass. Commencing at the summit 
of Yellowhead Pass, they worked down 
to Fiddle River, a distance of fifty miles, 
or five miles beyond Myatt Rock, which 
is called tho Eastern Gate to the 
Rocky Mountains. This point was reached 
on the 1st January, 1ST;}. Retired into 
winter quarters, turning tho animals out 
on the Valley of the Athabasca. Resum- 
ing operations in the beginning of March, 
they carried the survey to within thirty- 
five miles of tho Saskatchewan River. 
Returning to this side, tho party are now 
completing the survey on Jthe south side 
of tho I raser, to a point just below Teto 
Jauno Cache, which it is expected will bo 
accomplished about the beginning of Oc- 
tober. Thus the Moberley Party will have, 
inalittlo over two years,accoiuplisheJ the 
survey of the two great Canadian Passes 
through tho Rocky Mountains, an achieve- 
ment of which Mr Moborley may justly 
feel proud. 

PRACTICAL. RESULTS. 

A routo on which the grades will at no 
poiut bo as heavy as those on the princi- 
pal railways of Canada and the United 
States, passing through the valleys of the 
Athabasca, McLeod and Pembina, before 
reaching tho groat valley of the Saskatch- 
ewan. Wo now speak of tho Yollowhoad 
Pass, as tho one most likely to bo adopt- 
od. Along the entire routo surveyed tho 
country is woll adapted for sustaining 
population, especially on tho Valley of 
tho Athabasca, right in tho heart of the 
Rocky Mountains, where tho soil is fertile 
and produces the richest grasses to be 
found in the country. It may bo stated 
that hero the pack animals were turned 
out in poor condition, on tho Pith Janu- 
ary, and in two months weri in good con- 
dition to resume work.

Fire Inquest. 



This body is summqtaeiLttf moot for dis- 
patch of business on t\y^23rd day of Oc- 
tober. Then comes tho tug of war. 

Lieut. -Col. DYEit.^-Our Canadian ex- 
changes contain lengthy notices of the 
death of this old veteran, who served 
through tho Peninsular war and took an 
active part iu suppressing tho Canadian 
robollion of 1837-38. In November of 
tho former year Sir John Colbourne, Ad- 
ministrator of the Government anil Com- 
mau.ler of the forces, sent for Col. Dyer 
one morning at 4 o'clock and explained 
the situation, expressing his apprehen- 
sions of momentary outbreak inM jntreal. 
Col. Dyer, who had long retired from tho 
service, at onco offered his services, and 
Baid that if Sir John would issue t l \o order 
for arms, ho would engage to have ssvon 
or eight hundred men of his (St. Law- 
rence) Ward ready by 8 o'clock. The 
order was givou and tho men were ready, 
more than tho number being paraded be- 
fore Government House by 8 o'clock. 

Oun Sea Wealth.— It is gratifying to 
know that tho boundless sea wealth of 
British Columbia is at longtli beginning 
to attract attention beyond tho limits of 
tho Province, and that foreign Capital is 
likely soon to bo employed in itsdovelop- 
ment. Should it bo decided thai the 
United States markets are open to our 
fish and fishoils under the Treaty of 
Washington, there can bo little doubt 
that American capital and enterprise will 
bo largely attracted by tho incomparable 
fishing grounds of this country. That 
tho question will bo so decided there 
seams to bo a strong probability; but 
should a contrary decision bo arrived at, I 
it will then be tho duty of tho Imperial 
Government to obtain a correction of tho 
error which excludes us.

A Constitutional Crisis in 

Bermuda. 

[Conflict botwaon tho Council and 
Assembly. 

By private advices from Bermuda wo 
learn that there has been a constitutional 
crisis there. The most important ques- 
tion that comes before tho Legislature 
of the Colony is the regulation of steam 
communication with Now York, for which 
there is a large subsidy annually granted. 
The Legislative Council, appointed by 
the Crown, exercises both legislative and 
execttiive functions. Tho House of Assem- 
bly, representing the people, think that 
tho Council are unfit to deal with the 
steamship subsidy, and in arranging for 
an inipi'ovcmonton tho terms of tho sub- 
sidy, the House insist on having a Joint 
Committee of b,oth houses, together with 
tho Governor in his individual capacity 
only, to manage the business. This the 
Council, of course, resist as mi infringe- 
ment of their rights, and hence the diffi- 
culty. The Legislature has been proro- 
gued and tho matter in dispute will have 
to ho referred to Downing street.

Tho causo of the old catholics has been 
struck a heavy blow at Zurich, from 
which it will recover but with difficulty. 
Tho Jlitnd states that on July 21st a inae t- 
ing of liberal catholics had been called 
to hear, on tho bundreth anniversary of 
tho abolition of the Order of Jesus by 
Popo Clement XlV.aleeturo by Professor 
Dr. Michelis about Jesuitism and after- 
wards discuss soino important business. 
Tho meeting was numerously attended 
and the lecture received much applause. 
As, however, after wards it was discussed 
what instructions should bo given to the 
delegates who were to ho sent to tho old 
catholic congress at Olteu, there arose 
an angry discussion which did not end 
in a very dignified manner. According 
to tho Zurich Pross the chairman of the 
meeting. Herr Baumgartner, had begun 
by speaking against the establishment of 
a national bishopric and in favor of a free 
old Catholio community with merely a 
suffragan bishop. After he had finished 
speaking Dr. Michelis rose in a pretty 
excited state and declared that such a 
proposal could not bo discussed at all 
among Catholics, for without episcopacy 
thero could bo no Catholicism, and that 
ho would leave Zurich again immediately 
if tho Zurich community should resolve 
not to join some bishopric. Ho was 
seconded by Herr Zuercherj first church 
warden. Then followed prolocutor Her- 
mann, who spoke in favor of a free. catho- 
lio church. With great calmness ho gave 
it as his opinion that the old catholic 
community at Zurich could exist very 
well without a bishop; lio said that he had 
no objection to make against a national 
bisboprio, but that the erection was not 
so very pressing, and tint, moreover, tho 
Oltholio community of Enrich must re- 
serve to itself the free right of joining 
it or not. This was in fact a question not 
to be treated lightly ; the church had ox- 
istr-d without bi*hopi for centuries. 
Tnis can radiction Dr. Michelis could 
not bear; ho frequently interrupted the 
speaker and, as it appears, in such a 
manner that it • seemed desirable to ad- 
journ the discussion and the voting of re- 
solutions. From tho different reports 
about tho matter tho Bund has como to 
tho conclusion that. Dr. Michelis is 
hardly tho right man to further tho old 
catholic cause in Switzerland.
